Electric Mule Promoters to 


Ask Legislature 


FOB FAVORSATNEXT SESSION

Cincinnati. Ohio, Jan. 21. — Another 


effort is to be made next-winter to grab 
the canals of the state, and particular- 
ly the Miami and Erie canal. The last 
legislature was asked to turn the 
Miami and Erie canal over to a syndi- 
cate, but after a hard fight the move- 
ment -was defeated by the citizens and 
taxpayers who have the good of the 
commonwealth at heart. 


The Cincinnati Post has just com- 


pleted a thorough investigation of the 
canal situation, past and present, and 
as it 'will affect the future, and in a 
two-page story the questionable deal- 
ings of "electric mule" promoters, 
leading politicians and state officers 
are laid bare. 
, 


In its introduction to the sensatidnal 


disclosures the Post says: 


"Public 
announcement has 
been 


made that the canal grabbers will 
again attempt to seize tie state's prop- 
erty. 


"Attorney Andrew Squire of Cleve- 


land, representing the northern Ohio- 
ans interested 
in the 
Miami and 


Erie Canal Transportation company, 
through holding its stocks and bonds, 
says the reorganization of the concern 
will be upon legislation to be sought 
next winter. 


"He is qualified to speak for the 


grabbers, for he has been conspicuous 
as their attorney and personally ap- 
peared before the last legislature in 
behalf of the steal. 


"After repeated assaults upon the 


State property, the light of publicity is 
being turned upon the secret machina- 
tions of the canal grabbers. 


"Decisive action taken in Cleveland 


last week, charging conspiracy against 
the syndicate which launched the 
Miami and Erie Canal Transportation 
company, and the numerous hearings 
before Referee C. W Fuller .of Cleve- 
land, disclose the connection of the 
Cincinnati politicians with the proposi- 
tion in its incipiency. 


"Sworn statements and contracts in- 


dicate the amounts involved in the 
transaction at its various stages of de- 
velopment. 


"A signed document sets forth the 


negotiation of the signatures of a gov- 
ernor and an attorney general of the 
state of Ohio, and affixes the value 
thereof at $50,000 cash and $750,000 in 
stock. 


"The revelations further show that 


the electric niule combination never 
intended the operation of canal boats 
by electricity as their ultimate prop- 
osition. The sale of the property and 
Tights received from the state for noth- 
ing were to be turned over to a gigan- 
tic terminal scheme for steam and in- 
terurban railways. 


"A secret contract was actually 


passed aad a company formed to re- 
ceive this privilege, worth millions " 


The Post then details the history of 


the attempt to -work the colossal grab 
through legislatures. It tells how W. 
C. Wagenhals secured the passage of a 
bill authorizing a contract for propel- 
ling canal boats by electricity, but 
•which really carried with it the right 
to build a steam road on the canal 
banks. Attorney Harry R. Probasco. 
•who has been a consistent fighter of 
canal grabbers, opposed the measure 
and succeeded in having Governor 
Bushnell refuse his approval unless 
the contract expressly prohibited the 
use of the canal banks for steam rail- 
road purposes. 
"Wagenhals frankly 


stated he did not want the franchise 
with such a provision incorporated. 


Then Thomas X. Fordyce. a Detroit 


promoter, appeared on the scene, "and 
on April 25, 1S9S. the 
legislature 


passed an act authorizing the state 
board of public works to experiment 
•with the electric propulsion of car.al 
boats, and. if successful, to contract 
for the use of the canal banks for that 
purpose for 30 years. The experiments 
were made north 
ot Miatnisburg. 


•where a streetcar line parallels the 
canal. Ten miles were to be used for 
the purpose, but only this strip was 
utilized 
A canal boat was attached 


to a streetcar and it was found that 
it moved. 


•Fordyce then bepan to float Ms en 


terprise. Testimony before the referee 
indicates that he went to George B 
Cox 
In any event, he soon had COT. 


his financial lieutenant County Com- 
missioner and Auditor-olect C C Rich- 
ardson, and former Secretary of State 
Dan 3 Ryan inlTesled "

This agreement 


was produced before Rec'her Ful!°r 
in court pror-c^dings. by \V H. I^ans- 
prprbt. a Cleveland rapitaliti, and the 
f.ensaiional ronira^i rxpost-s the whole 
gam*1, an^ i« as follows:

"Teehni'-'lly the signatures of Gov- 


ernor George K. Nash and Attorney 
General Sheets were not obtained until 
about a we k after the three days had 
elapsed. 
The state board of public 


works executed the lease and contract 
with Ford je for the canal banks be- 
tween Cincinnati and Toledo March 26. 
It contained no provision for recom- 
pense to tuc state, save that the canal 
boats hauled should pay the usual 
tolls. As it was not the ultimate in- 
tention of the projectors to haul canal 
boats, it will be seen that the state 
actually lost money by the contract." 


The Cleveland purchasers evidently 


did not hold out on the technicality of 
a few days in paying for the procuring 
of the signatures, as will be seen from 
the following letter sent by County 
Commissioner Richardson 
to Lam- 


precht: 


"Dear Sir—I am in receipt of your 


favor of the 31st of July, which came 
to hand during my absence, and note 
what you say. Kindly issue the stock 
in certificaies «f 500 shares each, as 
follows: 
Three 
certificates in 
the 


name of C. C. Richardson, three in tae 
name of Thomas N. Fordyce, three in 
the name of Daniel J. Ryan, and six 
in the name of George B. Cox, and mail 
them all to me here with the receipt 
or receipts 
that you desire signed, 


which I will have properly executed 
and returned to you." 


The stock records of the company 


show that the certificates of stock 
mentioned, from Lamprecht to Rich- 
ardson, and subsequently by Richard- 
son to A. E. Fiehl. Fiehl was placed 
on the stand and lie testified that the 
stock he held belonged to George B. 
Cox. 


The Post says: "At the same hear- 


ing Otto Miller, secretary and treas- 
urer of the M. & E. company, testified 
that he delivered the stock to -Rich- 
ardson. 


"He stated that the $75,000 stipu- 


lated to be paid to Fordyce was, in 
fact, paid to Richardson. 


"The manner in which Richardson 


broke up the stock would have made 
it possible to have given Cox $300,000 
worth, 
Richardson 
$150,000, Ryan 


$150,000 and Fordyce $150,000, but the 
testimony of Feihl indicates that Cox 
decided to keep it all.

"The stock record of the company 


shows that on March 18, 1902, the men 
In this syndicate transferred an equal 
portion of their holdings to Myron T.

diers. Accounts as to the number 
killed or wounded conflict. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 24. —The esti 


mates of the number of dead ami 
wounded continue to vary greatly, as at 
least a majority of the wounded were 
carried off by their comrades.

General Strike at Moscow. 


A startling development is the 


news that several factories in Moscow 
have closed and that the workmen in 
the old capita] of Russia are repeating 
the tactics of their fellow workmen of 
the new capital, marching from shop 
to shop and mill to mill, demanding 
that the establishments be shut down 
The whole city is reported to be in a 
state of great excitement over the 
news of the bloodshed here Sunday. 
Moscow has more workmen and less 
troops than St. Petersburg, and be- 
sides is just now the heart of the lib- 
eral movement and the danger of 
bloodier occurrences than have been 
witnessed 
here 
is 
proportionately 


greater. A rising at Moscow is also 
more likely to have greater results in- 
dustrially and politically than at St 
Petersburg.

workmen in several other big cities, 
notably KharkofT. where large locomo- 
tive works are located, already bavi 
completed plans for a general suspen- 
sion of work. 
Moreover, reports are

Is Present Ferment

Russia De- 


clares Count Cassipi .at 


Washington. 


Washington, Jan 24 —The following 


statement was made by Ku.ssian Am- 
basbatior Casbini WDUJJ jiing the riot- 
lug at St. Pc'tcrhbur^: 


"Human 
life is sacred the world 


over and nowhere more s>o than in RU^-! 


sia, but it should be remembered that 
the public peace is of predominating 
importance and vigorous measures are 
sometimes necessary to preserve or- 
der. This is the situation in the Rus- 
sian capital. There is a great indus- 
trial strike in progress 
Because tbfeir 


demands have not been 
forthwith 


granted the strikers have endeavored 
to storm the emperor's own palace in 
the effort to gain an audience with his 
majesty. The troops ordered them to 
stop outside the gates, and the crowds 
refused 
The troops then fired a vol- 


ley of blank cartridges, and on carn<3 
the crowd. There was only one thing 
else to be done, to fire with ball car- 
tridges That stopped the strikers and 
they fled in every direction. 


"There is a great deal of difference 


between a riot and a revolution, and 
Americans will make a great mistake 
if they infer from the unfortunate 
stories of the disturbances in the Rus 
sian capital that the demonstration is 
revolutionary, or even hostile to the 
war. The demonstrations are not 
against the war; there is no revolu- 
tion in Russia, nor will there be."

Dormer Ambassador to Russia Makes 


a Statement Regarding the 


Situation. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Jan. 24. — Andrew D. 


White, former ambassador to Russia, 
and one of the best informed. Ameri- 
cans on Russian affairs, made the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to the situ- 
ation, an St. Petersburg: "Jf the czar 
is a weak man, as the present emperor 
is, he can do very little A weak man 
can not know anything about the em- 
pire to speak of, because he is sur- 
rounded by grand dukes, women, etc., 
who tell him what they want him to 
believe and keep all the truth away 
from him, which they do not wish him 
to hear 
Trie main difficulty in the 


whole case it, that the emperor is sup- 
posed to do all the thinking for 140,- 
000,000 people, scattered over the larg- 
est'territory possessed by any govern- 
ment in the world, with all sorts of 
different races, religions and ideas, 
and this no man can do, and least of 
all in a JLizae like .this. The simple 
fact is that the evils of the old system 
have now become absolutely intoler- 
able." 


WILD STORi AFLOAT 


^London, Jan 24—Special dispatches 


from Russia to the London papers 
again bristle with sensational state- 
ments. For instance, the. correspon- 
dent at Kieff of the Express asserts 
that the naval depots at Sevastopol 
have been destroyed by a revolution- 
ary outbreak of the sailors of the 
Black sea fleet, whose lives have been 
rendered unbearable by overwork and
